Relief Trains Sent out From St. 


Louis to Care for Injured 


CT. LOUIS, Mo.—By The Associat- 
*•' ed Press.—Thirty . persons were 
reported killed and about fifty injured 
Saturday night at Sulphur Springs 
Mo., 2U miles south of here when 
Missouri 
Pacific 
passenger 
train 


Number 4 crashed 
into passenger 


train Number 32 of tbe same road. 


Train number .'!2 was enroute from 


Hoxie, Ark., to St. Louis and stopped 
at Sulphur Springs to take on wa- 
ter when train number four, enroute 
from Ft. Worth Tex., to St. Louis, 
crashed into the rear end, telescop- 
ing the coaches of the first train. 


Several of tho conches were pushed 


into a creek and some of the passen- 
fe'or.s are said to have been drowned. 
I'lngineer Matt Gleen, of train num- 
ber four, was killed Instantly. He 
resided in St. Louis.. 


No. 32 was composed of seven 


coaches and No. -1 of 12 coaches. 


Calls Lave been sent out for assis- 


tance and a Missouri Pacific relief 
train has been rushed to the scene 
o£ the disaster from here. 


Strikers to 
the rescue 


A relief train, manned with un- 


ion men now on strike, was also sent 
from 
1'oplar Bluff, 
the

headquarters of the Missouri Paci- 
fic, carrying all available physicians. 
According to the report of tlie con- 
ductor of the relief train sent fro.n 
here, tbe scene or" the wreck "re- 
sembled a battle field." 
The engineer of the fast train, it 


was said, had received an order as his 
train passed through Riverside, a flag 
station several miles south of Sul- 
phur Springs. 
It was said he^was 


reading tlie order when his 
train 


passed the block signal and he in- 
advertently overlooked the signal to 
stop.

Other Unions Ask Hearing

Press.—Final action on the 


tariff bill before September 1 is hop- 
ed under the operation of an unani- 
mous consent agreement entered into 
Saturday by tlie senate. 
While ttte 


agreement fixes no date for a vote, 
it provides for sharp curtailment of 
debate and disposition before next 
Saturday of all amendments to the 
more important sections of the bill 
slill In 'controversy. 


Tbe agreement was entered into 


as a compromise and was approved 
iu the midst of debate on the sugar 
schedule. Opening that debate. Sen- 
ator Harrison, democrat, Mississip- 
pi, renewed discussion of the letter 
written to Major General CrowUer 
at Havana by Senator Smoot, of 
Utah ranking republican on the sen- 
ate finance committee, Mr, Harrison 
saiil the letter proposed a reduction 
in the duty on Cuban raw sugar if 
Cuban producers would curtail their 
crop this year 2.500,000 tons.

Little by little the 
men, during the nest few days heard 
the 'story of what their division had 
done. 
They learned that in seven. 


days of fighting, which means shoot- 
ing, 
marching, 
rushing, 
digging, 


sweating, bleeding, enduring hunger, 
thirst, exhaustion, cootie and all man- 
ner of the manifold hardships of war 
• — they had gained 
19 
kilometers; 


captured eighteen Tillages or fortified 
farms, captured four pieces of heavy 
artillery, five pieces of light artiUery, 
ten trench mortars and 28 machine 
giins, many of which they turned on 
the foe, besides hundreds of rifles and 
artillery and machine gun ordnance 
which they did not use. 
They learned 


that the ammunition and war material 
which they had captured was being 
collected, and hauled to the rear by 
the trainloarl. They found it was the 
Fourth Prussian guards who had first 
tried to stop their rush on the Ourcq 
and whom they had so terribly pun- 
ished 
and 
completely 
vanquished. 


They learned that the 200th and 
216th German divisions 
had 
been 


thrown in against them in an attempt 
to stay their rush for the Vesle. and 
they knew wfhere all that were left of 
those two divisions were now. 
They 


were north of the Vesle, and thanking 
their stars that they were fleet enough 
•of foot to outdistance those mad sol- 
diers from across the seas whom thfi 
French were calling "Les Terribles." 
Earn Nickname of ,,"Les Terribles" 


For it was in this battle that the 


32nd Division got its name. When the 
fight first stated general de Monde- 
sir commanding the 38th 
French 
CWps under whose orders the 82nd 
was serving, came up to sf-e how the 
Americans •were conducting tho bat- 
tle. 
He looked over the plans at the 


Division P. G., and asked questions 
concerning the methods by which ex- 
pected results were to be achieved ; 
then he shook hands with everybody 
and expressed himself as "tres con- 
tent." which means, of course, that 
he thought it would work. 


Not satisfied with visiting Division 
Headquarters, the French Corps com- 
mander, in order to inform himself 
further, went to the front, found a 
good observation point and with his 
own eyes saw our soldiers as they 
climbed the heights to the north of 
tho Ourcq containing the strong po- 
sition included in 
Bellevue Farm, 


Hill 230. the Jomblettes Woods and 
the heights in the left of our sector. 
He saw them clearing the enemy out 
of those powerful positions with a 
regularity and- determination 
which 


contented even a fiery Frenchman, 
and when he later learned that our 
troops bad that day 'taken all Uie

Ourcq and when they broke, it was 
because there weren't enough left of 
them to stop the American rush. The 


soon as darkness furnished a cover 
the troops started moving up/ and 
again the battle was on. 
It was a differf-nt fight from the 


Aisne-Marne operation. It was a fight 
all the time—every minute. 
There 


was no respite while we were catch- 
ing up to the enemy. We were caught 
up to him, the instant we got into the 
front line zone until we pulled out 
of it—five days of bell on earth. The 
63rd Brigade went over the top at the 
very minute General Haan took com- 
mand of the sector and the 64th Bri- 
gade was stabbing machine gun nests 
five days later when the Moroccans 
came up to take the 
'job off our 


hands. The Capture of Juvigny 


63rd Brigade Teterans made 


the relief of the 127th French Divi- 
sion with neatness and dispatch, and 
without any of the confusion which 
characterized the relief on the Ourcq 
a month before. The Americans wf-re 
guided into their positions by the re- 
tiring French, and slipped into the 
trenches in perfect order. By 2 a. m. 
the relif-f had been accomplished, nnrt 
reports to that effect were made to 
the two French divisions 
on either 


Bide of us. As soon as he learned that 
the Americans were in position, the 
Commanding General of the French 
division on the right 
notified the 


Commanding General 
of the 
32nd 


that he had planned an attack to take 
place at 7 a. m. for the purpose of 
correcting a dangerous salient in hi? 
front line. As the immediate objective 
was about opposite that point of liai- 
son between the two divisions, the 
Americans were asked to participate 
in the attack. 
• 
In spite of the fact that the hour 
set for the operation—7 a. m.—was 
the precise hour at which command 
of.the sector passed to General Haan, 
the 32nd Commander sent word to 
the French that we would assist In 
the attack. General Covell, then com- 
canding the 63rd Brigade, was in- 
formed of the French request and of 
General Haan's assent to it, and the 
Brigade Commander in turn instruct- 
ed Colonel Westnedge, In command 
of the front line, to get in touch with 
the French and assist in the opera- 
tion. This was promptly done, and, 
regardless of the fact that no prelim- 
inary reconnaissance of the front by 
the relieving troops had been practi- 
cal, a plan of action was agreed upon, 
objectives fixed, and at the appointed 
hour the Michigan, troops went over 
the top for the first clash of what was 
to be a continuous struggle for .five 
bloody days. 
The Americans readily gained their 


objective—the railroad track west of 
the village of Juvigny, the ' village 
which was destined to be one of the 
"high spots in tha career of Les Ter- 
ribles. The 63rd Brigade turned in 
over one hundred prisoners as a re- 
sult of their push, and the captured 
Germans all testified as to their com- 
plete surprise at the presence of 
Americans in )the sector. Their sur- 
prise was a testimonial to the careful 
manner in which the approach to the 
sector had been accomplished and the 
relief made. 
During-the day, the 63rd Brigade 


found that it is often a -lot easier to 
gain ground than it is to hold it. The 
advance in the morning had 
been 
made with comparatively light casu- 
alties, but the position captured was 
on high open ground on the slope of 
a hill facing the enemy. There was 
little cover to be had except in shell 
holes, and our men were subjected to 
artillery and machine gun fire from 
enemy positions that had our front 
lines under excellent observation. 
Under this galling fire, the casualties 
were heavy; but there was nothing to 
do but stand it, as the position could 
not be abandoned without endanger- 
ing the French.

Ordered to Report to Mangin 


The training had proceeded less 


than two weeks when orders were re- 
ceived to move the Division again to 
the, vicinity of Soissons and report to 
the Commanding 
Oieneral 
of tho

French Army, 
thci 
great 
Mangis. 


The sector north of Soissons seem- 


ed, as we mnrched toward the front 
on the night of August 26th-27th, ev- 
ery bit as active as did the Chateau- 
Thierry sector when we marched in 
there just a month before. Up nhead 
were the same rumbling guns, cough- 
ing their barrages at the foe. In the 
summer sky was the stime feverish 
red glare, throbbing throughout the 
night. - ns our batteri.es 
and theirs 


poured back and forth their deadly 
hates. 


The relief order provided that the 


32nd should occupy the positions then 
held by the 127th French Division on 
the night of August 27th-28th. It was 
decided to put the 63rd Brigade in 
(he line and the 64th in support, and 
orders were issued accordingly. As 


front line still exposed on the hill to 
the w'est of Juvigny, with the troops 
suffering heavily. While 
corrective 


measures 
were being considered, 


word was received from the 59th Di- 
vision on our right that its right 
flank had advanced in close liaison 
with the division on the right of the 
59th, which had found a weak spot 
in the German, line and had broken 
through. 
By closely following the 


progress of this operation, It became 
evident that the movement was de- 
stined to meet with considerable suc- 
cess, and preparations were immedi- 
ately made to participate 
in 
the 


shove. Shortly after noon, the Corps 
Commander informed the 32nd that 
the Germans on our right were giving 
ground, and instructed us to 
ad- 


vance our right flank in liason with 
the 59th Division. This gave us our 
looked-for opportunity to attack Ju- 
vigny, and the plans which had been 
considered were immediately put in- 
to effect. 
While progress was being made by 


troops on our right, such was not 
the case on our left, where the 66th 
French Division was'' held 
up 
by 
heavy fire from machine gun nests 
located on the plateau directly in 
front ot it. 
Accordingly, it seemed 
probable to the Division Commander 
that the blow at Juvigny would have 
to be a turning movement, with the 
right of the Division swinging on Ju- 
vigny while the left kept liason with 


covered and delivered a counter at- 
tack on our left flank from a point to 
the north of Juvigny. 
This attack 
was repulsed by the 128th, which 
had heen reinforced on its left by a 
battalion of the 125th. This battal- 
ion had been moved in to keep lia- 
son with the 6,6th French Division, 
which had been unable to move for- 
ward. The left of the 128th, which 
tried vainly to push forward, suffer- 
ed Intensely from the flra coming 
from in front of the French, and had 
lost so many men that reinforcements 
were necessary. 


With Juvigny virtually surround- 


ed, troops from the supporting bat- 
talion of the 127th entered the town 
from the southwest and mopped up, 
encountering some wicked fighting. 
Over one hundred and fifty prison- 
ers, three of them being 
officers, 
were captured In the town and a 
large number were killed. The day's 
operation netted 189 prisoners. 


Whole Garrison Wiped Out 


The attack cost the Division «er- 
erely in casualties, especially In the 
128th. 
The troops on the 
right, 


which gained the ground and captur- 
ed Juvigny, suffered 
comparatively 


light casualties, owing to the fact 
that the enemy's attention was given 
principally to the troops on the left. 
The swinging movement of the right 
flank took the enemy by surprise and 
blanketed his machine guns, located 
to the north and northwest of the 
village. — Juvigny was In our hands 
for some hours before any .enemy 
shells fell in the town, probably due 
to the fact that the German command 
did not know that the village had 
been lost. 
It IB thought that none 


of the garrison escaped through the 
surrounding cordon, the troops hold- 
ing the village being all either cap- 
tured or killed. 


General Mangin ordered his second 
general attack to take place at four 
o'clock In the afternoon on August 
31st. 
He ordered an artillery prepar- 


ation of four hours to precede the In- 
fantry attack and smash up the ene- 
my defenses which had been so badly 
battered for three straight days of al- 
most continuous artillery lire. 
The 
entire 57th Fiefd Artillery and the ar- 
tillery of the First Moroccan division, 
which was supporting the 32nd. was 
assigned to General Haan for this at- 
tack. A plan to make a novel use of 
this abundance of artillery was dis- 
cussed by the 
division commander 
and the artillery commander, with 
the result that It was decided to place 
a triple rolling barrage in front of the 
advancing infantry. 
It 
had 
been 


learned from previous experience in 
this sector that the German machine 
gunners were able to remain safely 
concealed during the artillery prepar- 
ation, and that they did not coma out 
of their cares until after the bar- 
rage had passed 
over them, when 


they had plenty of time to attack the 
advancing infantry unless the dough- 
boys were following the barrage very 
closely. To overcome this, a double 
barrage had been tried by some of 
the French divisions, the second bar- 
rage often catching the machine gun- 
ners. But not all of them apparently 
had left their shelters In time to be 
caught by the second barrage, to the 
Americans 
planed to 
Improve the 
scheme 
and use a 
third barrage. 


There were also other factors, name- 
ly the peculiar alignment cf the divi- 
sion front, which commended tbe tri- 
ple barrage for the occasion. Owing 
to the inability of the division on our 
left to advance on the 30th, the right 
half of the division was considerably 
in advance of the left. It was planned 
to place a standing barrage in front 
of the advance half of the division 
while a rolling barrage was to start 
in front of the left and bring it up on 
a line abreast of the right. Then the 
entire barrage was to move forward 
across the whole front. 


The Triple Barrage 


The triple barrage was to cov.er a 


depth of about 1 1-2 kilometers, in or- 
der to flank machine gun nests which 
might be too far to the west to be 
covered by the single barrage and 
which might succeed in preventing 
our troops from moving forward. The 
12Sth infantry, in the left sector, was 
required to move forward, the troops 


adjusting themselves at the same time 
to the barrage. A time schedule was 
carefully arranged, and the delicate 
operation was carried out with great 
skill and exactly as intended. 
When 
the rolling barrage arrived on a Jine 
with th« most advanced portion of 
the front, the troops in the right "half 
of the sector moved forward and suc- 
:essfully carried the German trenches. 
Our casualties for 
the day, while 


considerable In number, 
were email 
when compared with the magnitude 
of the operation, the result 
accom- 
plished and the stubborn resistance of 
the enemy. The total number of pris- 
oners captured from 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon until 10 o'clock 
at night 
was 6BO. From them were obtained 
many amusing stories concerning the 
effect of the triple barrage. _ Some 
of them thought tbe Yanks had a ma- 
chine gun which 
sprayed 
seventy- 
five shells. Their officers character- 
ized the American artillery fire as 
"crazy," and frankly 
admitted that 
they did not know what was happen- 
ing during the terrifying nfternoon. 
Tbe morale of the Germans was evi- 
dently badly shattered by the tre- 
mendous pounding to which they had 
been subjected, and the prisoners all 
expressed complete satisfaction with 
the fact that they were behind, in- 
stead of in front, of the American ar- 
tillery. 
The Red Arrows Join the First Ameri- 


can Army 


After our relief in the front line the 
division remained 
for 
a "couple of 
days 
in support of the advancing 
French army. The 63rd Brigade at 
one time nearly got back 
into the 


fight. 
There seemed to be a chance 
to split the German line by putting 
another brigade In to assist the Mo- 
roccans, 
who were striking 
some 
mighty blows In the,salient which the 
32nd division had formed, and the 
corps commander ordered a brigade 
of the 32nd alerr*d for the purpose, 
3ut the opportunity for its use did not 
develop, and on the night of Septem 
>er 5th orders were suddenly received 
:o tbe effect that the 32nd was to be 
transferred 
to the First American 
army. 
The nest day the division 


started moving back across the Aisne 
to Its former billeting area near Pier- 
refonds. 


There i» no record that after the 
jattle of Juvigny General Haan came 
out to Col. McCoy's P. C. and smiled, 
jut there is a record that after the 
>rilllant maneuver which 
drove the 


Germans from the Juvigny plateau 
General Mangin came to the 32nd di- 
vision P. C. in the great cave at Tar- 
:iers and smiled. And when he smiles 
le looks as happy as he looks fierce 
when he does not smile. He told Gen- 
eral Haan how pleased be was with 
'Les Terribles," and tbe way he later 
gave out decorations to the division 
Jemonstrated that he meant what he 
said. General Mangin wanted to dec- 
orate the division then and there 
nut learned that it must "go throqgh 
channels," and- through 
channels i 
went, arriving over sii months later 
when the war was over and Genera 
Mangin and "Les Terribles'' were 
again neighbors keeping "Die Wacht 
Am Rhein." He decorated the colors 
of all four infantry regiments and al 
Jiree machine gnn battalions with the 
army order of the Croix de Guerre 
and cited some 500 officers and men 
for gallantry in action while nnder bis

This was exactly 
When the attack 


was launched, the left flank, together 
with the division on our left, was 
held up by heavy fire coming from. 

The right flank, how- 
ever, moved forward, and while it 
encountered determined 
opposition

not 


stand the acid test of full discussion. 
As evidence that he was not in favor 
of letting the tariff go on forever, 
he started subsequently negotiations 
for an agreement to limit debate. 


Some of the d°mocrats, however, 


threw out the suggestion 
that Mr. 


Lenroot was primed 
by republican 


leaders to block the agreement. They 
pointed out that Mr. Lenroot, 
al- 


though a leader in the fight on high 
rates on the republican side, was not 
invited to the meeting at which the 
Simmons-McCumber agreement 
was 


reached. 
They have been privately 


whispering about the belief that the 
republicans don't want the tariff bill 
passed before 
the election although 


republican leaders, including Mr. Len- 
root have repeatedly urged its enact- 
ment at the earliest possible date.

to task Dr. E. V. McCollum, expert 
on nutrition of John Hopkins univer- 
sity.? who appeared before the house 
committee in support of the bill.

contended that what he had found 
to be true of nutrition in experiments 
with rates did not necessarily apply 
to human beings.

buy whole milk," Mrs. Seal told the 


committee, "and I suppose that the 
dairy people cannot afford to sell 
milk for any less.

The Black sea is an overflowing sea. 
The Mediterranean Is a thirsty one. 
When the ice age passed the waters 
of the Atlantic rose and began to 
pour over into 
the 
Mediterranean 


valley; the inflow was small at first 
but increased when the cha'nnel at 
Gibraltar was slowly lowered by ero- 
sion and the sea level rose. 


Returning to Naples and Rome I 


find I often receive ten large copper 
coins as large as English pennies for 
a. lire worth Ove cents.

aud are very particular to give it to 
you if mutilated .and pasted together, 
and very particular to refuse it if so 
mended.

A clean quiet front room in Naples 


for three days cost me $2.00, and one 
in Rome will cost the same.

ner of Macaroni, bread, 
beefsteak, 


and potatoes costs about half a dol- 
lar and the bill you get, like every- 
thing else, bears a government stamp. 


One trouble with these countries 


is they have too many men wearing 
the uniform of soldiers.

I see in all these cities are nearly ail 
well dressed and one sees little of the 
effects of the great war. Southern 
Italy is one great garden and 
the 


crops look good. There is consider- 
able tobacco raised aud our maize or 
Indian corn is grown for forage.

"PROHIBITIOX" 


To the Editor: 
We have noticed from time 
to 


time articles appearing in your pa- 
per, setting forth statements promul- 
gated by Prohibition organizations, 
showing how successful prohibition 
has worked out since the Volstead 
law went into effect. 
However, on 


the other hand little has been said to 
counteract this propaganda, but nev- 
ertheless if public sentiment already 
expressed should be of any signifi- 
cance then it would appear that pro- 
hibition has not proved as popular 
and beneficial as the dry advocates 
have claimed for it. 


Only recently an article appeared 


in your paper, made public by a cer- 
tain prohibition organ tn the effect 
that the consensus of opinion among 
Chamber of Commerce officials locat- 
ed in the leading cities of the United 
Plates was that, prohibition has prov- 
ed of the greatest benefit and con- 
sequently was endorsed by their re- 
spf-ctive organizations. 
Now in the 


first place we find that these Chamber 
of Commerce organizations in ques- 
tion wore not located in our leading 
cities by any means, and 
further- 


more, wa feel that the statements 
made by these officials, who perhaps 
were avowedly and partially "dry," 
should not express (he majority sen- 
timent of the entire membership of 
the respective organizations they re- 
present. in fact, we- have every rea- 


believe that if the question 


een submitted to all their mem- 


bers, the consensus of opinion would 
have been entirely different. 
To bear 


out this contention \ve might state, as 
an example, that out of a total vote 
of 3807 taken by the San Francisco 
Chamber ot Commerce in March this 
year, 3~>2n voted favorably to amend- 
ing the present Volstead law to per- 
mit the manufacture and sale of beer 
containing 2% per cent alcohol. The 
Chamber of Commerce of Los An- 
geles voted on a similar measure in 
May this year, and the result showed 
a vote of 5 to 1 against the continu- 
ance of the present law. The Phila- 
delphia Chamber of Commerce voted 
7S per cent for modification, and so 
on. 
Furthermore, labor 
organiza- 


tions throughout the entire country 
have expressed themselves as being 
almost unanimously in favor of a mo- 
dification. 


We also beg to submit herewith a 


partial list of cities in which 
the 


rommon council or Board of Alder- 
men havn passed resolutions favor- 
Ing a change in the present prohibi- 
tion law to permit the manufacture 
and sale of beer and light 
wines: 


Chicago, III., Davenport, la,, Milwau- 
kee. Wis., Utlca, N. Y., Cleveland, 
Ohio, Hartford, Conn., 
New 
York 


City, New Orleans, ha., San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., Streator, 111., Sheboygan, 
Wis., Wilmington, Del., Syracuse, N. 
Y., Baltimore, Md., Boston Mass., as 
well as our own common council. 


Furthermore, the nation-wide poll 


taken by the Literary Digest reveals 
the fact, that public sentiment 
is 


strongly against the present law by a 
tremendous majority, and the demon- 
stration is all the more significant 
because the first ballots to be. count- 
ed are from telephone 
subscribers 


who naturally constitute rather 
a 


conservative body of citizens. 


The Chicago Journal's poll of Chi- 


cago and nearby suburban towns on 
July 22nd stood as follows:

The local newspaper poll at Wil- 


kesbarre, Pa., in February this year 
showed the following vote:

A fe'.v other polls recently taken 


by newspapers showed the following 
result: 


Baltimore Sun (poll among ex-ser- 


vice men), wet, 1,577; dry, 9. 


News Sentinel, Fort Wayne, Ind., 


wet, 10,483; dry 6,119. 


Helena, Mont, (poll just complet- 


ed), wet, 5,755; dry 1,921. 


The above would indicate that pub- 


lic sentiment is against the present 
stringent prohibition laws, and such 
being the case, it would be an utter 
impossibility to enforce same suc- 
cessfully. 
Furthermore, we feel that 


this paramount issue should be elim- 
inated from our politics entirely as it 
tends to corrupt the same. Naturally 
an avowed prohibitionist will vote for 
a candidate running on a "dry" plat- 
form regardless- of his qualifications 
and ability to properly represent the 
people, and likewise this is the case 
with tire "wets." Therefore, we feel 
the more feasible and 
democratic 


plan to settle the issue is through re- 
ferendum. 


While it is true that the 18th 


amendment has already been written 
on our statute books, the same being 
passed and ratified at n time when 
the country was in a chaotic and ab- 
normal state of affairs due to the war, 
still there is no reason why the pres- 
ent Volstead law cannot be amended 
to increase the alcoholi.c limit to be- 
yond one-half of one per cent. 
The 


supreme court has ruled that congress 
has the right to define what consti- 
tutes an intoxicating liquor, and when 
they defined one-half or anything in 
excess thereof in alcoholic contents as 
being intoxicating*, then we feel that 
our congress did not act in good faith, 
but, possibly acted in accordance with 
the dictations of this so-called "Anti- 
Salmon League" which seems to be a 
predominating political machine at 
Washington today. Most any citizen 
of a rational mind will admit that a 
bpvprajro containing one-half per cent 
alcohol is not intoxicating, and that 
this could be increased many times 
before it becomes such. 


We feel that by legalizing the man- 


ufacture and sale of a 23i per cent 
beer, which bap already been admit- 
ted by liJgh authorities as being tion- 
intoxicating in fact, and which, there- 
fore, could still come within the scope 
of the ISt.h. amendment, this would 
tend to rreate a much better feeling 
among our people, and thus help to 
eliminate n great deal of (he present 
unrest among the laboring class of our 
country. 
Besides, it would tend to 


furnish employment to thousands up-

RUSSIA SEEKS TO 


RE-ESTABLISH ITS 


TRADE WITH ASIA 


Nizhni-Novgorod Fair is Opened 


Again for First Time 


Since 1918 


MOSCOW,—The- Nizhni-Novgorod 


fair, among the oldest of the world's 
gatherings for the promotion of trade 
was opened tills year on the^first 
of August aud is again bringing vo- 
gether the merchants of Eastern Asia 
and the- buyers uud selk-rs of Moscow. 
Traders from Persia, IJokura. Tur- 
kestan, Afghanistan, 
Mongolia and 


the Far Kastern Republic are being 
encouraged in many ways to come 
and bring their goods with them, 
and Russia will be represented by a 
number of state trusts and syndicates 
Soviet economic councils, and cooper- 
ative societies. 
The Fair tins not. been held since 


1018 and there is vr-ry little left of 
the old buildings and equipment. Ev- 
erything has had to be replaced or 
repaired; a thousand men were en- 
gager] in the work of restoration; bil- 
lions of paper rubles are being spent 
and yet with all this the Soviet Coun- 
cil of Labor and Defenpe hopes to be 
able lo restore not more than a quar- 
ter of the ruined property. "If the 
fair this year shows 10 percent of its 
previous turnover," one fair official 
said recently, "we shall be satisfied." 


While the Soviet government is re- 


presented nt tliR gatnering. few pri- 
vate merchants and 
private trade 


concerns have as yet made (applica- 
tion for space.

apparent indifference the 
fair offi- 


cials have- announced that no special

consideration whether leniency may 
not be extended to aid in reformation. 
This is most often done with first 
offenders.

AIRSHIP WILL HAVE LIFTING 


CAPACITY OF NEARLY 100 TONS 


First Zeppelin Type Built Here 


to Replace ZR-2 


PHILADELPHIA—A monster diri- 


jrihle. the ZR-1, is being built in the 
aiivr.'ift factory of the" Philadelphia 
navy yard. 
It is to be fully as big 


«s that ill-fated leviathan of the air. 
the ZR-2. which collapsed and fell 
f l a m i n ™ into tho Hull river in Eng- 
laiKl last, summer bringing a terrible 
ri'Mth to more than a score of 
its 


r-rfw. 
As fast as the parts are com- 


pleted here they are sent to the han- 
gar at Lakebnrst, X. .!., which v,-ill 
be the home port, of the gi.tnt airship. 
It i< expected that by next April the 
ZIM ivill be ready for its first flight. 


This dirigible will be the first of 


th<* Zeppelin type to have been bnilt, 
in this country. 
Commander AVester- 


voit and his associates in the naval 
nircraft factory are being guided in 
the construction of the ZR-1 by the 
tr.icedics of similar craft.

Philadelphia-built dirigible and 
that

is the
